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By Close Vote Council Approves 
‘Removal of Several Pear Trees

At its January 22 meeting, the 
Greenbelt City Council approved 
a citizen’s request for removal of 
Bradford pear trees from the 
city’s right-of-way along the 
street in front of his home, ap- 
proved initial plans for the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Center 
expansion, and moved ahead to 
purchase equipment for the red 
light camera program. A contract 
to review the city’s classification 
and compensation system was 
also approved. 

_ Tree Removal 

Three problem Bradford pear 
trees in the front of Donnie 
Wolfe’s home in Lakewood were 
slated for removal in a close 3-2 
vote by council. The trees had 
been planted by Wolfe after ob- 
taining permission from the city 
to do so. In a lengthy discussion 
council sought a compromise be- 
tween Wolfe’s position that the 
trees with dropping limbs posed a 
hazard to people and property 
and the city staff’s and Tree Ad- 
visory Committee’s position that 
the trees should be .pruned to try 
to eliminate the problem. Virtu- 
ally every aspect of the situation 
and possible solutions were dis- 
cussed. 

Wolfe presented expert opinion 
from the U.S. Department of Ag- 
riculture and the National Arbore- 
tum that pruning the pear tree 
would not sufficiently correct the 


problem of lost limbs. He said 
that the Bradford pear tree had 
this inherent characteristic, which 
developed over the estimated 25- 
year life span of the tree, and 
that in this instance the only so- 
lution—but one he personally re- 
gretted—was to remove the trees. 
He offered to replace those trees 
with any that the city would rec- 
ommend. 

Biil Phelan, superintendent of 
Operations for the Public Works 
Department, countered with his 
expert opinion. He said that 
pruning, crown raising (eliminat- 
ing lower limbs) and finally bolt- 
ing or bracing limbs had been 
successful and had permitted. the 
Bradford Pears to remain in vari- 
ous parts of the city. He advo- 
cated trying to preserve these 
trees if possible because he felt 
that the pear trees had good 
qualities as street trees. They are 
much hardier than many other 
types of trees, he said, and are 
able to resist salt and other road 
chemicals. 

Representatives from the Ad- 
visory Committee on Trees 
agreed with him and had recom- 
mended keeping the trees. Chair 
Charles Jackman and member 
Jennifer Sager had inspected the 
trees against objective criteria and 
felt that they were healthy, ac- 
cording to the objective assess- 
ment they had made. Sager indi- 
cated that all trees might pose 


some type of risk, such as fallen 
leaves in wet weather—and that 
all trees could not be eliminated, 
but that precautions to reduce 
those dangers were important. “T 
thought it was our job to save 
trees,” she stated. 

Then the council weighed in. 
Councilmember Thomas White 
remembered when the Bradford 
pear “could do no wrong,” then 
problems were discovered that 
led to their removal in some 
sites, such as Roosevelt Center. 
He felt that Wolfe had docu- 
mented real hazards and that his 
agreement to replace trees which 
were no longer working in their 
current setting would restore the 
streetscape. 

White argued that this situa- 
tion was “Roosevelt Center in 
miniature,” where a judicious re- 
placement had to be made. He 
stated that removing trees in this 
instance, in his opinion, did not 
set a precedent for taking this 
action city-wide. 

Councilmember ~ Edward 
Putens suggested a phased-in ap- 
proach, first trying pruning and 
then removal! if finally necessary. 


-Eventually he joined White in 


agreeing that the trees prevented 
the homeowner from the enjoy- 
ment of his property. | 
Mayor Judith Davis thought 
that pruning would not work in 
this situation. The trees are

Positive Thinking, Some Hard

Earl Kepler’s phone has been 
“ringing off the hook” in the last 
couple of weeks, ever since a 
News Review story broke the 
news that the New Deal Café in 
the heart of Old Greenbelt was in 
danger of closing at the end of 
the month, due to financial prob- 
lems. 

Why the pbone calls? “Every- 
body wants to help raise money,” 
said Kepler, a member of the 
board of the non-profit, coopera- 
tive café in Roosevelt Center, 
which is also a live music venue. 
Kepler has agreed to chair a 
fundraising committee. 

He’s an enthusiastic guy, and 
that’s what the job will take, for 
the New Deal is reportedly in the 
hole for about $50,000 — much 
of it start-up costs from last April, 
when the undercapitalized café 
moved from the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Center to its present loca- 
tion, increasing its business hours. 
In addition, there are vendor bills 
and, most pressing, taxes that 
must be paid—not to mention a 
couple of private loans. 

Road to Recovery 

Kepler, who for several years 
has chaired Greenbelt’s New 
Year’s Eve celebration, is, an op- 
timist by nature. “I feel we’re on 
the road to recovery,” he said on 


Sunday. “This board really 
wants to fix the problems. ‘We're 
taking the bylaws seriously. We 
have a responsibility to make 
sure the New Deal Café stays in 
good shape.” 

There do seem to be signs of 
movement in the right direction. 
The board and Marcia Voigt, the 
treasurer since October, have now 
received from Pat Brent, presi- 
dent of the organization since 
1998, a more detailed breakdown 
of the financial situation than had 
reportedly been available before. 

Voigt has already put in place 
a new system of daily accounting 
at the café, to give a clearer pic- 
ture of ongoing. operations. In 
addition, she has written to the 
Internal Revenue Service and the 
State of Maryland proposing to 
pay taxes owed by the café in in- 
stallments. She also plans to 
contact vendors. ? 

Voigt stated that operations at 
the café “may break even in 
January, but that doesn’t allow 
for paying back any of our debt. 
I’m hoping we won’t be adding 
to our debt, but I still bave my 
fingers crossed on that.” 

Pro Bono Lawyer 

Kelby Brick, a lawyer special- 
izing in association law, has 
agreed to provide the organiza- 
tion with legal advice on a pro

bono basis. 
Greenbelt City Council in 1999. 
Although defeated, he has re- 
mained active in the community. 
The board had been seeking. 
someone willing to provide legal 
advice for some time. They are 
still looking for an accountant 
who would be available to help 
out. 
Kitchen Problems 

Most of the café’s customers 
are probably unaware that the 
kitchen in the new location is in 
need of major improvement. In 
fact, cooking facilities are limited 
to a small grill. Anything larger, 
requiring an oven, is still cooked 
in the “certified kitchen” at the 
Community Center, for which the

Council Agrees to Meeting 


With State on Land Buy

To go or not to go-that was 
the question at the Greenbelt City 
Council’s worksession § on 
Wednesday, January 24. This 
was a meeting, as Mayor Judith 
Davis described it, “to discuss a 
meeting.” 

After considerable negotiation 
with the office of Governor Parris 
Glendening, which the Assistant 
to the City Manager David 
Moran described in excruciating 
detail, a possible date had been 
arrived at for council to meet 
with three members of the 
governor’s staff-Thursday, Febru- 
ary 1. The meeting would take 
place in Annapolis, which the 
governor’s staff wanted, but in 
the evening, which council re- 
quired because, as Moran had 
noted, they had other, full-time 
jobs. 

The meeting’s purpose was to 
inform council about terms of the 
state’s agreement to purchase for 
$10 million 75 acres of environ- 


mentally sensitive land on the A. 
_H. Smith property. 


It also of- 
fered an opportunity for council 
to clarify the city’s position con- 
cerning the potential development 
of what has been called the 
Metroland site, including the land 
in question. (The Smith prop- 
erty, located between Beltway 
Plaza and the railroad tracks, and 
the Metro station land together 
constitute Metroland.) . 


On first learning about the 
state’s agreement to buy the land, 
the city had sent the governor a 
letter, dated December 20, ap- 
plauding the acquisition. At the 
same time the letter expressed 
“concerns about the process and 
the agreement.” _ In the first 
place, the city’s first knowledge 
about this action was derived 
from an agenda item of the State 
Board of Public Works — not 
from a “notice to any of the in- 
terested parties”; that is, the three 


- adjacent cities, and Citizens to 


Conserve and Restore Indian 
Creek (CCRIC). 

While a mandatory dedication 
of 36 more acres by the devel- 
oper would bring the total of pre- 
served land to I11 acres, the city 
council, as expressed in the letter, 
believes that something closer to 
145 acres is desirable. In addi- 
tion, the city council disputes as 
a condition of the acquisition re- 
quiring the developer to “buy 
back” the property if no concep- 
tual development plan is ap- 
proved by January 2003. Apart 
from _any interests in commercial 
development, the land merits ac- 
quisition, the city council be- 
lieves, because of its significance 
as part of the Indian Creek/ 
Anacostia River/Potomac River 
watershed. . 

Meeting Problems

agreeing to meet was in part 
based on the requirement that it 
take place in private, since this 
was public business of two pub- 
lic entities. Moran explained, 
however, that the governor and 
his staff are exempt from regula- 
tions requiring open meetings. 
He quoted Richard Castaldi, the 
governor's liaison to municipali- 
ties, that “they wanted to brief us 
on some sensitive stuff.” 

Castaldi, a former mayor of 
Greenbelt, will be one of. three 
staff members in attendance. The 
other two are Miss Chang, and a 
special assistant to the Acting 
Deputy Chief of Staff, Steve 
Cassard. Chang said that it will 
be made very clear to council 
which information that will be 
provided at the meeting must be 
kept confidential and which could 
be made public. 

On the basis that the meeting 
should be considered a “briefing” 
and a chance to learn why certain 
conditions had been put into the 
agreement, all members of coun- 
cil agreed that it was important to 
attend. 

“It’s also an opportunity for us 
to provide them with our areas of 
concern and questions,” said 
Councilmember Thomas White. 
Council asked the city staff 
present at the work session to 
prepare packets containing all city 
correspondence concerning the 
Metroland development. It would 
be a chance to correct erroneous 
views on the part of the state rep- 
resentatives that Greenbelt was 
simply opposed to development 
on the site. In fact, Greenbelt 
supports development there — but 
that it should be. transit-oriented 
and not focused on bringing more 
cars into the area. 

“Tt also gives us a chance,” 
White added, “to stress the im- 
portance of involving the commu- 
nity—or there will be trouble. 
They mustn’t cut the public out. 
Currently it looks like the gover- 
nor is the patron of a developer. 
We can also stress our opposition 
to public funding for ramps,” he 
added, implying that proposed 
ramps from the Capital Beltway 
would primarily benefit the devel- 
oper, not the public.

too close to the house} and have 
already been severely pruned 
because of utility work. She 
reminded Wolfe that he and his 
neighbors would find that re- 
moving the trees would mark- 
edly change the character of 
the area, even with the replace- 
ment trees, which most likely 
will be smaller and less bushy. 
In Opposition 

Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts voted against the mo- 
tion to remove the trees. Al- 
though he felt this situation 
different, he cited several ex- 
amples of people’s attempts to 
remove trees for dropping 
needles or leaves and other 
reasons he felt were not justi- 
fied. He wanted to use this 
situation as a learning experi- 
ment, to try staff’s solution 
and, if that didn’t work, then 
to hear recommendations on re- 
placements. | Councilmember 
Alan Turnbull joined Roberts 
in the vote against the motion. 

All the councilmembers 
praised the advisory committee 
on its work.

Even 
though the final vote didn’t re- 
flect the committee’s recom- 
mendation, Davis felt that the 
committee had provided valu- 
able advice considered seri- 
ously during the deliberations. 
Phelan also thanked them and 
said, “This is why I wanted a 
tree committee.”

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a conference/classroom of about 
the same size, extra restrooms, 
a weight room, and other sup- 
port spaces. 

The plan also calls for reno- 
vation of various spaces in the 
26-year old facility to improve 
its safety, handicapped accessi- 
bility and condition. It’s envi- 
sioned that the recreation center 
would then be able to offer a 
wide range of programs and 
services, including a before- 
and after-school program. Ten 
computer work stations are also 
planned. 

The plan was presented by 
Joe McNeal, Community Center 
supervisor, and Dan Purushe of 
Laurel Design Alliance, which 
designed the expansion under a 
grant the city had received last 
year from the state. Turnbull 
was concerned about access by 
pedestrians. He wanted to be 
sure this concern was included 
specifically in the design. 
Davis asked that the appropriate 
type of bike racks be in place. 

Several councilmembers 
questioned the need to tear 
down the clubhouse that stands 
in front of the Recreation Cen- 
ter. Purushe explained that the 
clubhouse is in poor shape and 
would be very costly to bring 
up to code. McNeal thought 
that the purposes served by the 
200-square foot club house 
could be more than met by the 
new multi-purpose and confer- 
ence rooms. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin explained that the 
clubhouse predated the Recre- 
ation Center. He said that it 
actually had been the former 
clubhouse for a golf course at 
Springhill Lake. 

When asked about the fund- 
ing for the Recreation Center 
expansion, McNeal said that the 
city 1s looking at all options, 
including grants. The state del- 
egation has filed a bond bill for 
$750,000, about half the cost. 
The city would then have to 
match these funds, within a 
given period of time. White 
suggested that perhaps this and 
other major projects could be

New Deal must pay rent to the 
City of Greenbelt. Back rent 
now owing for use of the 
kitchen is reported to total 
around $9,000. Aside from the 
financial drain, cooking in two 
places can be a logistical night- 
mare. 

The purchase and installation 
of professional cooking equip- 
ment, together with the neces- 
sary ductwork and installation, 
is an important goal of the New 
Deal Café — but an expensive 
one.

These ‘would include music and 
language transfers. He noted that 
a study of transfers a few years 
ago showed that of 1,200 ap- 
proved high school transfers, 700 
were for Roosevelt. The PTSA 
is concerned that some of these 
programs depend on transfers to 
remain viable. 

Next fall, due to boundary 
changes a number of students 
who would have been incoming 
ERHS freshmen and sophomores 
will attend Duval instead. This 
was planned to help alleviate 
crowding also. (The school is at 
approximately 160 percent of ca- 
pacity.) However, with the exo- 
dus of these students to a school 
closer to their homes, the school 
system wants to remove a large 
number of the temporary class- 
rooms, leaving the school as 
overcrowded as before. Elliott 
also feels that a reduction in 
teachers will be next. 

Elliott stated that Dr. Eleanor 
White, the Prince George’s 
County school system’s Execu- 
tive Director for Region II 
(which includes Greenbelt) at- 
tended the January 16 ERHS 
PTSA meeting. Elliott mentioned 
that White indicated that she 
agrees with their concerns, but 
that ERHS is not the only 
crowded school. It appears that 
the temporary classrooms are to 
be moved to Bowie to help house 
the Bladensburg students who 
will be moved to a location in 
Bowie while their school is being 
rebuilt. The ERHS PTSA pro- 
poses that unused space at the 
new Flowers High School be 
used for the Bladensburg students 
and the temporary classrooms re- 
main at ERHS. 

PTA Participation 

Next, Raquel Ovalles, presi- 
dent of the PTA at Springhill 
Lake Elementary School, dis-

cussed the perennial problem of 
lack of PTA participation. “How 
do you get parents,to come to the 
PTA meeting,” she asked. Ovalles 
commented that “the teachers are 
so committed, always there after 
the time they’re supposed to be 
there.” Marsha Jones, president of 
Magnolia Elementary. PTA, stated 
that their PTA participation has 
been down this year also, even 
though they often send home no- 
tices in Korean and Spanish as 
well as English. There was a 
general consensus that language 
problems among parents may play 
a role in parents not feeling com- 
fortable attending PTA meetings. 
Jones suggested that PTAs try a 
classroom incentive program 
where the class that has the most 
parents attending a meeting might 
get an ice creain social or other 
treat. 
Boundary Changes 

Boundary changes have already 
been set for high schools. How- 
ever changes are not yet set in 


stone for elementary schools. 


Mach indicated that Jim 
Henderson, Greenbelt’s school 
board representative told ACE that 
no elementary school boundary 
decisions would be made without 
community input. Becky Roper,

PTA president at Greenbelt El- 
ementary, stated that their school 
has already had significant de- 
creases in students due to a sig- 
nificant number of Landover 
families being forced to move by 
the end of 2000. These decreases 
may affect the funding and staff- 
ing next fall at the school. There 
was a comment that last 
summer’s last minute budget cuts 
hurt each school’s faculty greatly. 
Jones indicated, for example, that 
Magnolia has no staff working in 
the school library. 
City Help 

Mach asked the PTAs to think 
how the city might be able to as- 
sist the schools if, in the future, 
there were funds available. The 
first response was “more teach- 
ers.” However, that is probably 
not feasible. Among other sug- 
géstions was the possibility of 
help with busing students who 
live slightly closer than the 1.5 
miles that forms the boundary for 
walking/riding. There has always 
been concern that the distance is 
too far for kindergartners and 
young students to walk. The 
comment was made that partially 
empty buses go right by the 
walkers, why can’t they stop. 

Roper mentioned the need for
